CHOCTAW CHIEF” PUSHMATAHA (UNKNOWN CHOCTAW KUSKA' CLANSMAN) was born June 1764 in Noxubee Creek, MS , near 
Macon, and died December 24, 1824 in Tenneson Hotel, Washington, D.C.. He married (1) ANNAH.IMIO. He married 

(2) ?CHAMOY. He married (3) OKLAFALLAYAH. He married (4) JAMESCHIKAKO LUNNABAKA, IMAGHOKA Abt. 1795 in 
Tombigbee River, OklaHannali,ChocNation East, daughter of ? UNKNOWN and SHUMAKA. She was bom 1768 in Kusha 
Clan, OklaHannali Dist, Choctaw Nation E., and died Aft. 1813 in Tombigbee River, OklaHannali,ChocNation East. 


Notes for CHOCTAW CHIEF PUSHMATAHA: 


Louis LeFlore served with Pushmataha when Pushmataha became an American Army Officer under Andrew Jackson in the 
War of 1812. Promoted Major. He served three months in 1814 also. Roscoe Cole, an Englishman married and Indian wife 
about 1760. One of their daughters became the wife of John Cravat. Some say Cravat was English while others say that he 
was French. Daughters left in Choctaw Nation were named Nancy and Rebecca and were neices of Choctaw Chief 


Pushmataha. 


Louis Leflore married Nancy and Rebecca Cravat about 1790 in Choctaw ceremonies, some say in the same ceremony at 

same time. Louis had sisters Margueritte who married Cornelius McCurtin c 1792 and sister Louisa to Hugo Daniel Krebs in 
1796. He is believed to have used Pass Christian, MS as home in the early years of marriage. Chief Pushmataha had a sister 

named Natona who was Chief Nittakechi's mother. Pushmataha led Choctaws against Creeks in 1811 under Andrew 
Jackson. Signed Treaty 1820 and went to Washington, DC where he died Dec 23, 1824. 


Pushmataha - Apushmatahahubi, called "Push" nicknamed by General Andrew Jackson 1764. Some say he was Chickasaw 
by blood, others say he was of the Iksa clan; called Kun-sha--Kusha-a-be full name of the clan. death Dec24, 1824 (60 yrs 
old, Washington, D.C.; buried Congressional Cemetery. Was given full military honors and eulogy by John Randolph of 


Roanoke, Va.

(Nitakechi). Pushmataha's sister was Natona. Her daughter Shanke who had a daughter. Natona's great grand daughter was 
Fliza Ann Juzan Flack. John Charles Juzan took 2 wives, nieces of Pushmataha -- Peggy Trahern and Phoebe, dau of 


Oklahome. 


Pushmataha was in Creek Battle 1811-1813, F ought in Battle of New Orleans with Andrew Jackson 1814. Engaged at 
Horseshoe Bend with Sam Houston.His weaknesses: Gambling and liquor. The morning of Pushmataha's death, the 


Washington Gazette carried the following news item: 


"This morning, a few minutes after 12 O'Clock, Pushmataha, the principal chief of a district of the Choctaw Nation of 
Indians, died. He departed this life at the hotel of Mr. Joseph Tenneson in this city where he has been residing with other 
Choctaw delegates, during their late pending negotiations with the Government for the disposal of a portion of the lands of 


the Nation.

He fell a victim of the distressing malady of croup and at the time of his death was 58 years of age. He bore his affliction 
with great firmness, was conscious of his approaching end, and predicted with unusual sagacity the hour at which he should 


“die This prediction was literally fulfilled. 


We had a personal opportunity of witnessing the last moments of this chief and are satisfied that death had few or no 
terrors for him. He gave with great composure directions of his property, recommended his family to the fatherly care of the 
Nation, and breathed his last amid the tears and regrets of his companions and acquaintances. Whilst living he had 
conciliated the friendship of all who knew him."

Biography of Agnes Grinstead Anderson 


Agnes Grinstead Anderson, wife of the artist Walter Anderson, was born in Gautier, Mississipp\, 
formerly know as West Pascagoula, in 1909. She spent much of her childhood in the house where she 
was born, known as Oldfields Plantation. Her father was an attorney. Her sister Paticia married Peter 
Anderson, and Agnes herself married Walter Anderson in 1933. The sisters moved to Ocean Springs, 
the home of the Anderson brothers, after their marriages, but Agnes and Walter returned to Oldfields 
from 1941 to 1946. Those years proved difficult for the Andersons. In her memoir and in a book by 
Christopher Maurer called Dreaming in Clay on the Coast of Mississippi, those years are described. 
Agnes published her memoir Approaching the Magic Hour: Memories of Walter Anderson in 
1989. She also wrote a memoir of her childhood at Oldfields which has not yet been published. In 
addition, she was a poet, nature writer, and journal keeper. Walter 
Anderson died in 1965, and Agnes died in 1991. The letters she wrote to 
Walter Anderson before their marriage are currently being edited for 
publication.

Approaching the Magic Hour: Memories of Walter Anderson by Agnes Grinstead Anderson 1s not 
so much a biography of Walter Anderson as it is a look at what life with him was like. It is an 
interesting book which provides insight into the atypical life and times of Walter Anderson. From their 
days of courtship to the time he spent institutionalized, Approaching the Magic Hour allows us to look 
into the mind of one of the most complicated men in the twentieth century. 

Approaching the Magic Hour begins in the summer of 1929 when Agnes first met Walter Anderson. 
Agnes knew that Bob, which is what everyone called Walter, was unique. A year later Walter's brother 
Peter and Agnes's sister Pat were married. Walter and Agnes followed suit in 1933. The book then 
follows their wonderful and often rocky relationship until his death in 1965. The reader is allowed to 
see what life with Walter Anderson was like, what kind of father he was, and how he dealt with the 
world around him. It helps explain why he had to paint and why he felt it necessary to leave his family. 

Approaching the Magic Hour is an excellent book, and I enjoyed it a great deal. It can only begin to 
explain Walter Anderson, but it certainly does a good job trying.

Walter Anderson: A Biography, using Approaching the Magic Hour and other sources.

Walter Anderson was a brilliant man. He was also a little crazy, which seems to be a trend among 
great artists. He was a man that lived in agony caused by his genius and a burning desire to create the 
world around him. Walter Anderson changed the face of water color in the twentieth century, but he 
was an enigma, neither appreciated nor understood in his time. He led a rather rocky and interesting 
life. 

Walter Inglis Anderson was born on September 29, 1903 in New Orleans (The Life of Walter 
Anderson). From the beginning, he showed an interest in art and nature. His earliest interests were in 
birds. His mother, Annette McConnell Anderson, encouraged Walter by giving him sketch books. She 
was also an artist, and she felt that she had wasted her skills. To compensate, she stressed good habits 
such as writing and drawing every day to her children. Annette once gave Walter a book with "200 
words a day" written on the cover. He scratched out "words" and wrote "birds" in its place. He had two 
brothers, Peter and Mac, whom he often hunted with along with their father (Birds x). 
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When he was twelve, Walter Anderson was sent to Manlius Military School in New York State, 
where he was miserable. There he would send home brief letters showing an increasing propensity for 
art and an increasing closeness to nature. One such letter read: "I go for a walk in the woods nearly 
every day and I have special places where I can go and read and draw." Years later he told his mother 
that Manlius had almost destroyed him (Birds xi). In 1922, with his mother's blessing and his father's 
scorn, Walter went to Parson's School of Design in New York. Rural life had not prepared him for the 
big city, and there were many detractions (A Symphony of Animals 1x). In 1923 he transferred to 
Pennsylvania Academy of Fine Arts, where he excelled and made money by selling wood Carvings. 
While enrolled at Pennsylvania, he spent a great deal of time at the zoo, drawing the animals there. 
These pictures won him the Packard Prize for Animal Drawing in 1925 (A Symphony of Animals Vil). 
He also won the Cresson Prize for travelin, and used the money to travel to Paris in 1927 to study the 
cave paintings and Gothic cathedrals (A Symphony of Animals x-x1). 

It was in 1927 that Walter Anderson met his future wife, Agnes Grinstead, and he began his strange 
courtship of her (Approaching the Magic Hour 1). Walter was working summers at Shearwater 
Pottery, which had been started by his brother Peter in 1928 (A Symphony of Animals x1). Agnes had 
decided to spend her summer at her parents' summer home, Oldfields, which was near Ocean Springs, 
Mississippi. She spent some time with Walter that summer, and the very next year he asked her to 
marry him (rApproaching the Magic Hour 3). Her father disapproved of Walter, but they were soon 
married in April, 1933 (Approaching 9). 

Walter Anderson did not have much of a family life. Agnes once said, "He[ Walter] was a painter 
always, a lover at times, a husband and father never (A Painter's Psalm 9)." Walter never wanted to 
have children and would only accept their third child, Lief, as being his. During the first years of their 
marriage, he made Agnes use birth control because he didn't want to bring a child into a world "so filled 
with pain and terror." So he and Agnes lived together without children of their own in the cabin which 
had been given to them as a wedding present (Approaching the Magic Hour 13-14). 

After his father's death in February 1936, Walter Anderson had a mental breakdown and spent most of 
the years 1937-1940 in mental hospitals (Birds xii). After trying to kill himself by jumping in front of a 
greyhound bus, Walter was sent to Phipps Clinic in Baltimore, where he would spend the next year 
(Approaching the Magic Hour 58). While a patient at Phipps, he relegated himself into a total state of 
apathy. He wouldn't even speak. When a new doctor, Dr. Mead, took over his case, Walter began to 
speak. Dr. Mead thought that Walter felt he had become impotent. When Agnes told him that she was 
pregnant with their first child, Walter tried to kill her (Approaching 60). Their daughter Mary was born 
on December 8, 1937 while Walter was still a patient at Phipps (Approaching 63). 

Walter was released in July of 1938 and sent back to his cabin. He was frightened by his books and 
art, and when Agnes presented him with a clip board, paper, and pencils, he tore the paper to shreds and 
hit her over the head with the clip board (Approaching 67). Soon after he was sent to Shepard Pratt 
Hospital in Towson, Maryland. He was there for six weeks before pushing a bookcase over on his 
attendant and walking home (Approaching 68). 

Their second child, Billy, was born in October of 1939. Walter Anderson would accept neither child 
as his and made another attempt on Agnes's and the children's lives (Approaching 71-72). He was 
soon in Whitfield, where he began to draw again, mainly birds. After a short stay, he jumped out of his 
window, leaving behind soap pictures of birds on his wall. He then lived in Jackson, Mississippi, as an 
outpatient before returning to his family in 1940 (Birds x11). 

Upon Walter's return, the Andersons moved into Oldfields to watch over Agnes' sick father. 
Although he remained kind to his children, Walter became less and less tolerant of family relations and 
responsibilities(A Painter's Psalm 8). In May the Anderson's third child was born, Lief, a girl. Lief 
was the only child Walter would ever admit to fathering (Approaching 114). Although the years spent 
at Oldfields were happy for Walter and his family, he became increasingly disturbed (A Painter's Psalm 
8). One Sunday at church he told Agnes: "Normalcy. All that you give yourself for is to see that I 
remain normal, to see that I live in the world and not in a hospital. I am grateful for these beautiful 
years, but you have to understand something, too. I am normal...! must paint. I am going to try to order 
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my life so that this becomes possible" (Approaching 116). 

One night in December, 1946, Mary was suffering from a nagging cough, and Agnes was pregnant 
with a fourth child. The girl's cold kept Walter up, and finally he stormed into the room and declared, "I 
came to tell you I'm leaving. I'm not coming back, ever! I can't take it. I'm an artist; I have to be" (A 
Painter's Psalm 9). 

The Anderson family saw very little of Walter from that night until his 
death in November, 1965. He had to "escape the dominant mode on shore," 
as he put it ( Psalm 8). He lived in the cabin and began spending more and 
more time on the offshore islands, particularly Horn Island. When onshore, 
Walter smoked and drank to excess, which he did neither of on his islands 
(Psalm 9). After his death, Agnes and her sister Pat opened his cabin for the 
first time and discovered a veritable treasure: literally thousands of Walter 
Anderson's works. Even more amazing was the mural they discovered in his 
little room. Upon entering the room, Pat exclaimed, "It's the creation at 
sunrise!" The name stuck (Psalm 12). 

Walter Anderson was a man that lived in a world that could neither 
understand nor appreciate him. His was a unique genius: an absolute 
understanding of nature and the need to bond with it through painting. 
Today, he is considered one of the greatest American artists, and his works and books are displayed with

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_ | _ Pierre LeMoyne d'Iberville stepped 
ashore here in 1699, establishing for France the first permanent settiement in 
the vast central area of North America. 


Ocean Springs became known for its many natural springs that had medicinal 
qualities to cure all types of ailments. The town’s name was coined by Dr. 
George W. Austin, a New Orleans physician who established a sanitarium to 
take advantage of the health-giving springs. 


In the early 1900s, the resort era came to an end with the accidental burning 
of two of the main hotels. The present day L&N Depot was built in 1907 and it 
soon became the hub of the towns activities. 


Today, Ocean Springs is still a thriving Gulf Coast community with the charm 
of older homes, winding lanes and peaceful trees which shade its past. 
There’s something about this town that makes you want to slow down, take a 
deep breath and relax. 


Ocean Springs has long celebrated its designation as an artistic community. 
The town is filled with extraordinary artist, potters, and performers. The Art 
House Co-op Gallery here is operated by the Ocean Springs Art Association. 
There are thirty working artists exhibiting their works and two artists in 
residence each day. So stop by next time you are in the area and soak up 
some of the some of this creative work that ranges from the whimsical to the 
serious. 


And speaking of artists, In our first 
story we take you inside the 
enchanting and unique world of Ocean 
Spring’s most acclaimed artist, Walter 
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Anderson. 


Walter Inglis Anderson was born in 1903 in New Orleans to George Walter 
Anderson, a grain merchant, and Annette McConnell Anderson, an artist. His 
mother’s love of art, music, and literature strongly influenced Walter (called 
"Bob" by his friends and family) and his two brothers, Peter and Mac. 
Anderson was educated at a private boarding school, then attended the 
Parsons Institute of Design in New York and the Pennsylvania Academy of 
Fine Arts, where his drawings earned him a scholarship for study abroad. 


He traveled throughout Europe and was particularly impressed with the cave 
art he saw at Les Eyzies in France. His wide-ranging interests included 
extensive reading of poetry, history, natural science and art history. He 
pursued man’s search for meaning in books of folklore, mythology, 
philosophy, and epics of voyage and discovery. 


Anderson returned to Ocean Springs and married a Radcliffe graduate, Agnes 
(Sissy) Grinstead, started a family, and went to work creating molds and 
decorating earthenware at Shearwater Pottery, founded by his brother Peter. 
Anderson felt that an artist should create affordable work that brought 
pleasure to others, and in return, the artist should be able to pursue his 
artistic passions. In the 1930s, he worked on regional Works Progress 
Administration mural projects and began to view his role in art as a muralist. 


It was in the late 1930s that Anderson first succumbed to mental illness. He 
was diagnosed with severe depression and spent three years in and out of 
hospitals. Following his hospitalizations, Anderson joined his wife and small 
children at her father’s antebellum home in Gautier, Mississippi. The pastoral 
tranquility of the "Oldfields" plantation provided an ideal setting for 
recuperation. During this period, he rendered thousands of disciplined and 
compelling works of art which reflected his training, intellect, and 
extraordinary grasp of the history of art.

With the understanding of his family, 
Anderson left his wife and children 
and embarked on a private and very 
solitary existence. He lived alone ina 
cottage on the Shearwater compound, 
and increased his visits to Horn 
Island, one of a group of barrier 
islands along the Mississippi Gulf 
Coast. He would row the 12 miles ina 
small skiff, carrying minimal necessities and his art supplies. Anderson spent 
long periods of time on this uninhabited island over the last 18 years of his 
life. There he lived primitively, working in the open and sleeping under his 
boat, sometimes for weeks at a time. 
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He endured extreme weather conditions, from blistering summers to 
hurricane winds and freezing winters. He painted and drew a multitude of 
species of island vegetation, animals, birds, and insects, penetrating the wild 
thickets on hands and knees and lying in lagoons in his search to record his 
beloved island paradise. Anderson's obsession to "realize" his subjects 
through his art, to be one with the natural world instead of an intruder, 
created works that are intense and evocative. 


Walter Anderson died at the age of 62 in a New Orleans hospital of lung 
cancer. Much of the work survived only by chance; it was discovered in drifts, 
like autumn leaves, throughout his cottage after his death. Those found 
treasures present the viewer today with a fascinating opportunity to share 
Anderson’s vision. 


Ocean Springs offers some fifty small quaint shops and galleries in its 
downtown area. But if you tire of shopping there are some thirty restaurants 
in this coastal community that serve up regional cuisine and southern 
hospitality. These businesses draw diners morning, noon and night.

The Mississippi headquarters for the Gulf Islands National Seashore is located 
here in Ocean Springs. More than 80 percent of the Seashore is under water, 
but the barrier islands are the most outstanding features to those who visit. 
The Seashore stretches 160 miles from Cat Island in Mississippi to the eastern 
tip of Santa Rosa Island in Florida. Nature, history, and recreational 
opportunities abound in this national treasure. 


Much of the area here at Gulf Islands 
National Seashore is similar to what it 
was like three hundred years ago. I 
time when d’Iberville first landed here 
and established Fort Maurepas and 
that’s the subject on this weeks 
edition of Walt’s Way. 


The Mississippi Gulf Coast area was 
explored in 1699 by Pierre LeMoyne d'Iberville who was sent by the King of 
France to claim this important coastal region. With a small troop, he sailed 
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into Biloxi Bay and established Fort Maurepas and a small colony on the east 
shore that is now Ocean Springs. A replica of this fort has been created and 
may be visited. It is a particularly lively place for the - Fort Maurepas 
Reenactment - or the annual Landing of d'Iberville - celebrated in Ocean 
Springs. 


The work of yet another talented Anderson descendant graces this wall at 
Washington and Bowen Avenue in downtown Ocean Springs. Christopher 
Inglis Stebby, Walter Anderson’s grandson was commissioned to paint a 
mural commemorating Ocean Spring’s 300th anniversary. Titled “Ocean 
Springs: Past, Present, and Future,” this eighty foot mural is a bright joyous 
celebration of life in the coastal town. Thus proving the belief that arts can 
improve community life.

To raise money for medical school, Rank floated logs down the Leaf River to the Pascagoula 
River. 


In the year 1900-1901, there was a small pox epidemic in the state of Mississippi. Dr. Larkin, 
the county health officer for Marion County (encompassed present day Lamar County) 
appointed Dr. Anderson as a co-worker in Sumrall. Dr. Anderson was the surgeon for the 
Mississippi Central Railroad. They built a test tent just outside town limits and discovered 
eight cases of small-pox. Dr. Anderson cared for the patients, and Dr. Larkin traveled by 
buggy twice a week to check on them. 


Dr. Anderson's daughter Katherine Anderson Lott, recalls going to make house calls with him 
in the horse and buggy. His nephew, Bill Rodgers (son of Ada Hudson Rodgers), recalled that 
as a boy he would come over to visit and would sometimes hide in Dr. Anderson's buggy. 
Once Dr. Anderson pretended not to notice, and when they arrived at the patient's home, he 
told the unsuspecting stowaway to sit still and take a nap! Dr. Anderson offered his services 
for several days after the Purvis tornado, which hit on April 24, 1908, and killed over 50 
people. His medical office was on the right side of the current building, Sumrall Home 
Furnishings, on Main Street in Sumrall. 


Joseph Rankin "Rank" was a member and former president of the Sumrall school board. He 
was also one of the founders and served on the board of directors for the bank of Sumrall. He 
was active in farming and cattle raising. He was a Democrat in his political allegiance.

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Today, I asked my father, Joe M..Hesterf{ to tell me about the old 
cemetery located across Leaf River, on or near Horace Yelverton's place. 


: Here is what he told me: 


Tt was in 1922 that I first saw this burial ground. I was working in the 
woods for the Hollenblow (spelling? ). Stave people at the time. I was 
doing some scrap cleanup work in these woods when Enoticed this very 
large, and apparently very old cedar. tree. This sight was just a bit 
unusual in these pine woods; there was no clearing, just piney woods 

all around. I went closer to ‘have a better look and it was then that. 


I saw the graves, all of them unmarked. I had no previous knowledge 
of a cemetery in this location. 


Later, I mentioned to Ira Mayfield that I had happened wpon this 
group of unmarked graves. As I recall, at the time I first mentioned 
it to Ira Mayfield, he also had no idea as to the identity of the 
people buried there, and in fact had no knowledge of the graves being 


there. 


Sometime later, however, [ra Mayfield learned from his Uncle Carter 
Mayfield that these unmarked graves were the burial places of Henry 
Anderson, John Mayfield, members of the Anderson and Mayfiel? families, 
and slaves of the two families. John Mayfield was the father of 
Certer Mayfield, and the grandfather of Ira Mayfield. Henry Anderson 
was the grandfather (maternal) of Joe M. Hester. Henry Andersgn and 


_ John Mayfield married sisters, whose maiden name was Duckworth” One

I recall having been told that my grandfather, Henry Anderson, was 

in the Cavalry during the Civil War, and that he died about two years 
after he returned home from the War. Times were very hard then, and 
getting from place to place was quite a problem. It 1s my thinking

In about 1937, a man and woman came to me in- 
quiring about the location of any unmarked graves of Confederate 
veterans. I told them about these graves IT had found and went with 
them to see the graves. When we got tnere, I found that some markers 
had been erected to indicate that this.was the burial place of the 


Henry Anderson and John Mayfield familtes. I learned from Ira Mayfield 


that he and Carter Mayfield were responsible for the: markers having 
been put there. 


Both the Anderson and the Mayfield families were slaveholders, and it 
is my understanding that the slave burial plot was separate from, but

1785 in North Carolina, some people say Virginia others say South 
Carolina. He had a sister named Sara who was born outside of 
Atlanta, Georgia who married Stacy Collin, and He had a brother 
named Asa who married into the Welch family, he also had a brother 
or close kin named John who did not stay in Mississippi very long. 
The DAR records state that Isaac father was James Anderson from 
South Carolina but I have not seen positive proof-and the DAR says 
that line has been closed when I ask. I have some indication that 
his father may have been a JOP Tepienininenteans eee be related to the 
Bailey Anderson who has an unbelieveable amount of history. There is 
a lot of indication that Isaac was a controversial figure and due to 
the split of families during the Civil War there are still some hard 
feelings but they must realize that the families are joined by a 
bond of blood that covers all of history. Isaac who was my 4th 
great grandfather had a falling out with his son my 3rd great 
grandfather and he moved to Texas. My 3rd great grandfather fought 
for the South and Isaac his father was for maintaining the Union.

A history of George Howard (Britt) Anderson preceded 
this work. Soon after this history was distributed, I was 
contacted by three people whp suggested that I might have 
made some mistakes in the first part of the booklet.

I appreciate the interest these people have in the family, 
but I am going to continue to refer to my great grand mother 
as SARAH for this reason. I feel that I would be casting a 
reflection on the intellect of my grandfather, my great uncle, 
and all of my great aunts if I changed. I feel that I would 
be saying that they did not know their mother's name and for 
that reason had SARAH engraved on her tombstone. 


Regarding George Coffee Anderson, I will pass this infor- 
mation. A few years ago I was sitting in room 123 of the Com- 
munity Hospital with my cousin, Otzie Ree Anderson Wright. As 
we discussed the family, she referred to her brother, G.C. And- 
erson, several times. Finally, I asked her what the initials 
G.C. stood for. She said George Coffee and that grandpa, that 
is Reverend Prior Anderson, named him. From that day on, as- 
suming that grandpa knew his father's name, I have referred to 
him as George Coffee. 


G.C. Anderson is buried in Kentucky. If someone would get 
a copy of his death certificate, it would settle the Coffee 
and Cougliman problem forever, 


AS to the spelling of Reverend Prior Anderson's name, it 
is carved on his tombstone PRIOR and his naine is listed as 
PRIOR in Baptist Publications back through the years.

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A BRIEF ACCOUNT OF GEORGE COFFEE ANDERSON 


The history of the Prior Anderson family begins with George 
Coffee Anderson. George Coffee Anderson, who was of Danish de- 
scent, came from South Carolina to Smith County, Mississippi 
sometime between 1835 and 1839. He stopped on the east side of 
Leaf River in what is today, 1981, a large rural community known 
as Old Taylorsville. In or around 1840, he went back to South 
Carolina and married Sarah Webb. Sarah was the daughter of a 
Baptist preacher whose forefathers had, in by-gone years, migrated 
from France, probably through England, and then in later years to 
the United States. 

According to legend handed down through the Nica (Anderson) 
Ainsworth family, Sarah named two of her daughters after cities 
in France. One of these daughters was given the name "Nancy" 
and the other "Nica." ! 

When George Coffee Anderson came back to Smith County, he 
and Sarah settled on the west side of Leaf River in what is today 
the Mt. Zion Community. His purpose in not going back to the Old 
Taylorsville area aa ak settling on the west side of Leaf River 
was to get where he could homestead land and cut the virgin, long- 
leaf, yellow pine timber that grew on it. This timber could be 
Sold to Gruff Ainsworth who operated a water mill near by. 

Eight children, six daughters and two sons, were born to 
George Coffee and Sarah webb Anderson. Their names- 


is Nancy Anderson 


Nancy Anderson was born in 1842. She married Jule Jones and 
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they settled in the Old Taylorsville area near where George Coffee 
stopped when he came to Smith County the first time. Jule once 
served as Justice Court Judge. Nancy died in 1916. She is buried 


in Clear Creek Baptist Church Cemetery. 


II. Prior Anderson 


Prior Anderson was born in 1844. Since this booklet deals 
with the Prior Anderson family, a more detailed account of his 
life will be given later. 


III. Susan Anderson 


Susan Anderson married Richard (Dick) Robinson. My mother 
told me that Susan and Dick Robinson left Smith County and moved 
to Forrest County somewhere in the vicinity of Hattiesburg. She 
said that they raiseda family of children and that their posterity 
was probably in the Hattiesburg area today. I questioned all of 
the senior citizens that I thought might know, and wrote the Bureau 
of Vital Statistics, but was unable to find out when Susan Anderson 
was born, when she died, or where she is buried. 


IV. George H. (Britt) Anderson 


George H. (Britt) Anderson was born June 28, 1848. Another 
booklet is being prepared on the George H. (Britt) Anderson family 
tree. A more detailed account of his life can be found in this

V. Jannie Anderson 


Jannie Anderson married Mark Bynum. They raised several sons 
and daughters. Both Jannie and Mark are buried in the Mt. Zion 
Baptist Church Cemetery.

Jannie 1927 = Mark 1934. No dates for their births are given.

Ann Anderson married Jack White. Three children, Sol, Joe 
and Mary were born to this union, after which Ann died.

Am expository preacher of Baptist Doctrines 
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Reverend Prior Anderson was the first son and second child 
of George Coffee and Sarah Webb Anderson. He was born in the Mt. 
Zion Community in Smith County, Mississippi in May 1844. He died 
in March 1930. 

On Aprl 12, 1861, in a short battle, the south seized control 
of Fort Sumter. In order to beat back the southern forces, Presi- 
dent. Lincoln called for 75,000 volunteers. About this time Prior 
Anderson joined the Army of the Confederate States of America and 
fought for his beloved southland. 

On April 9, 1865, General Lee surrended to General Grant at 
Appomattox Court House southwest of Richmond, Va. This ended the 
Civil War and Prior Anderson returned to Smith County, Mississippi 
and later married Myra Statham. 

At sometime, probably between 1870 and 1875, Prior Anderson 
was ordained to preach the Gospel of Jesus Christ. He spent the 
next approximate fifty-five years preaching in Baptist Churches in 
Smith, Jones, Covington and Jasper Counties. 

Near the end of the eighteenth century, Prior Anderson moved 
to Laurel, Mississippi in Jones County. He first seveled in what 
is now South Laurel about two blocks east of where the Justice 
Heights Methodist Church is now located. 

In 1907, the home of Reverend Prior Anderson experienced its 
darkest hour. It all happened when Myra attempted to drive their 
milk cows off the Southern railroad track. She heard a train 
Whistle blow several miles away. This excited her and she fell 


dead with a heart attack. 
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After Myra's death, her body was prepared for burial and 


¢ 
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prought to Mt. Zion Baptist Church. It was here, in a little log 


church, that a Baptist pastor spoke words of consolation to the 


| 
bereaved Prior Anderson and his family. After the eulogy, Myra's | 
body was buried in Mt. Zion Cemetery. 
NOTE: There were no funeral homes or cadillac hurses in Laurel | 
when Myra died. This causes me to wonder how they transported her | 
body the thirty-three miles from Laurel to Mt. Zion. On second | 
thought, there was a passenger train that made a daily run and I | 
would guess that it was brought in the baggage car of this train, | 
however, I guess we'll never know for sure. | 
After Myra's death, Reverend Prior Anderson married Mary Mc: 
Kinley from Seminary, Mississippi. She and Prior moved from south 
Laurel up near the cotton mill on South 11 avenue two blocks north 


of the present location of the Community Hospital. They lived at 


this residence until Prior's death. 
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During the days of Reverend Prior Anderson, most Baptist pas- 
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tors carried on some kind of secular work to earn a living. Many 


were farmers and a few taught school in the small towns. Reverend 
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Prior Anderson opened a general store in which he did real well i 
financially. Hf 
Twelve children, five daughters and seven sons, were born to 

Reverend Prior and Myra Statham Anderson.

CHAPTER FOUR 


HISON PRIOR ANDERSON faergyo A NECTION 


Hison Prior Anderson was born September 7, 1872. The place of 
his birth was the Mt. Zion Community, Smith County, Mississippi. 
In the boyhood days of his life, Hison Prior Anderson worked on 
his father's farm to help earn a living from the soil of God's good 
earth. Also, during the early years of his life, he, along with his 
father, joined the wagon train and drove an. ox wagon toEllisville, 
Mississippi. The wagon train made two trips to Ellisville each year. 
The first trip was in the spring and the purpose of the long journey 
was to buy staple groceries. The second trip was in the fall and its 
purpose was to sell their cotton. 
In the later years of Hison Prior Anderson‘s life, he went to 
work at the Livingston (GRUFF) Ainsworth Water Mill where he learned 
to saw lumber. At another time in his later life, he and his cousin, 
George Anderson, opened a large store, but he soon failed as a 
merchant. Hison (Hise) also tried farming and other means cf earning 
a living. As I look back over it all, it seems to me that his most 
successful years was when he torked with timber. 
In 1909, Hison Anderson mzrried Laruie Craft who was born in the 
Mt. Zion Community on November 24, 1894. For the next approximate 
forty-five years, Hison Prior and Laruie Craft Anderson stood side by 
Side through good years and through difficult years.

The Virginia Connection 


The year 1635 marked our forefathers’ entrance into Virginia. On July 
4th of that year, seventeen-year-old Richard Anderson left England fol- 
lowed by his father on another boat July 31st. This family conformed to 
the Church of England. In America they became successful landowners, 
people of wealth and influence. 

We trace our beginning from Robert Anderson, Goldmine Plantation, 
Hanover County, Virginia. 
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Three of our early family members are listed in Who Was Who in America 
1607 — 1896. They are: 

(1) Richard Clough Anderson, Sr., born Hanover County, Virginia, 
January 12, 1750. He was in Boston on business in 1773 and was a witness 
to the Boston Tea Party. At the time he did not comprehend the signifi- 
cance of the event. Richard Clough was a Captain in the American 
Revolution. He was wounded as he aided in the attempted capture of 
Savannah, Georgia in 1779. Later, he was stationed at Charleston, South 
Carolina where he was captured and remained a prisoner of war nine 
months. Following his release he served as messenger for Marquis de 
Lafayette. In later life he settled near Louisville, Kentucky where he died 
October 16, 1826. 

(2) Richard Clough Anderson, Jr., was born at his parents’ home, 
“Soldiers Retreat,” Louisville, Kentucky August 4, 1788. Following his 
graduation from William and Mary College, Williamsburg, Virginia in 
1804, he was admitted to the bar and practiced law in Louisville, Ken- 
tucky. Richard Clough, Jr. served in the Kentucky State Legislature and 
was also elected as a member of the U.S. House of Representatives in the 
15th and 16th Congresses. He was Speaker of the House during his last 
year. Richard Clough, Jr. was the first U.S. Minister to the Republic of 
Columbia and negotiated the first treaty between the U.S. and a South 
American Republic. He died July 24, 1826 en route to Turbaco, Columbia 
where he was to have attended the Pan American Congress of Nations. 
His body was returned to ‘‘Soldiers Retreat’ for burial. 

(3) Robert Anderson, third son and ninth child of Colonel Richard 
Clough Anderson, was born June 14, 1805, Louisville, Kentucky. Follow- 
ing his graduation from U.S. Military Academy, West Point in 1825, he 
served in the Black Hawk, Seminole, and Mexican Wars. Robert was a 
Major when placed in command at Fort Sumter. His appointment as 
Commander Brigadier General was due largely to his courageous efforts 
to hold Fort Sumter. Due to illness he was for the most part, inactive 
during the Civil War. Robert died in Nice, France October 26, 1871. 

Below is Robert’s report to the War Department April 16, 1861, written 
just after his surrender.

This beautiful historical home built in 1800 on the Captain Charles 
Anderson property is now owned and occupied by Mr. and Mrs. Nelson 
Anderson. Behind this house a scarcely traveled road leads to the family 
graveyard. Abel and Sara Elizabeth Coon Anderson, Grandpa’s parents, 
are buried on this quiet wooded hilltop. 
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Calahaln Community, located in the southwest corner of Davie Coun- 
ty, developed on Huntington Creek and Georgia Road. One account has it 
that the name Calahaln came from Indian Chief Calahaln, who sold his 
rocky mountain to Captain Anderson.

Weare linked to Davie County through Captain Anderson, who served 
in the American Revolution, then moved from Hanover County, Virginia 
to Buckingham County, Virginia. He and his wife, Betsy Snead Anderson 
had eight children, five sons and three daughters. Three of his sons; 
Garland, Spotswood, and Richard settled in Davie County along with 
their father. Our family line comes through Richard. Abel, Grandpa’s 
father, was one of the sons of Richard and Sarah Neil Anderson. Abel was 
born June 15, 1822, and died March 22, 1897. Sara Elizabeth Coon Ander- 
son was born July 17, 1824 and died October 3, 1904. 


Our grandfather had five brothers and two sisters: William, George, 
Jackson, Richard, Charles, Sara, and Tobitha.

belongs to Walter Anderson. 

For two entire decades, from the mid- 
forties to the mid-sixties, the Gulf Coast 
sea island served as subject and in- 
spiration for the Ocean Springs artist. 
He journeyed there alone in all sea- 
sons and through all weathers. Sailing 
and rowing for hours at a time, often 
battling wind and tide, he would cross 
Mississippi Sound—10 miles of open 
water—in a bare-bones skiff scarcely 
longer than a canoe. Once there, 
Walter would stay for weeks on end, 
sleeping under his rough-plank boat, 
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subsisting on fruit, rice, and canned 
goods and feasting on the island’s un- 
tamed beauty. 

Every day he would sketch or paint at 
a frantic pace, capturing on plain white 
typing paper, in graceful lines and bold 
colors, any image that blessed his eye— 
birds, animals, shellfish, flowers, butter- 
flies, wind-sculpted dunes, salt-stunted 
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Flakes’. etilecnne pines. With Horn as his singular muse, 
Apove: “There are some wonderfully strange [trees] on Horn Island,” wrote he produced thousands of drawings, 
Walter Anderson in his logs, “years of storm and years of sudden growth, one watercolors, and words that lay bare the 
side retarded and the other growing like a vine....” island’s wild soul. 
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ON THE MAINLAND 


I first heard of Walter Anderson and 
Horn Island in the early eighties when I 
stopped into the split-level showroom of 
Ocean Springs’ Shearwater Pottery. 
There, on display, stood some of the 
stoneware he had decorated for the pot- 
tery business his brother, Peter, started 
in 1928. Struck by his elegant designs, I 
bought a silk-screened print—two regal 
pelicans perched side by side—and a 
hardback copy of The Horn Island Logs 
of Walter Inglis Anderson. The print

intrigued me with its textured patterns, 
the book—taken from the daily journals 
he recorded during his frequent island 
trips—enthralled me. He wrote elo- 
quently of the island, of what he saw 
and experienced. I resolved to learn 
more about the man and visit the place 
he cherished above all else. 

Walter Anderson’s story is a complex 
one. Fired by a consuming passion to 
create and afflicted with manic depres- 
sion, he followed an unconventional 
path. The closest thing he ever had to a 
regular job was at the pottery. Still, as 
years went by, he gave himself more and 
more to his private art and Horn Island, 
living between trips as a recluse in a 
ramshackle cottage at Shearwater. 

That self-imposed exile and his men- 
tal illness made life hard—for both him 
and his wife and children. Residents of 
Ocean Springs mostly regarded him as 
the local eccentric, watching his erratic 
comings and goings with amusement 
or, perhaps, disdain. His family and 
friends forgave his sad, strange isolation 
and left him to his work, but when he 
died in 1965 he was little known and 
celebrated less. To Walter Anderson the 
point of art was the act of creating, not 
the result or the fame. 

Last year, when J at last returned for 
my Horn Island visit, I discovered just 
how remarkable and prolific he was. His 
daughter Mary Anderson Pickard, an 


artist in her own right, took over as cu- 
rator for his estate in the seventies. To 
her fell the task of cataloging his aston- 
ishing body of work. “I got to the point 
where I actually felt that somebody 
must have been putting more things in,” 
she told me in her soft, melodic voice. 
“My brother had a huge closet in which 
everything was kept, and every time I'd 
go to it I’d find something that I didn’t 
know was there.” She laughed, shaking 
her head in wonder. “That was my fa- 
ther’s bounty; it was just like a fountain.” 

Determined efforts by Mary; her 
mother, “Sissy,” before her; other fam- 
ily members; and a core of admirers 
have brought his art the recognition it 
deserves. In recent years critics in such 
publications as Art in America and 
Smithsonian have compared his work to 
that of van Gogh, Matisse, and Georgia 
O’Keeffe. Indeed, he is regarded as a 
20th-century American master, a first- 
rank watercolorist who possessed ex- 
quisite command of light and line. 
Nowhere do those gifts shine brighter 
than at the Walter Anderson Museum of 
Art in Ocean Springs. 

The museum’s modern exhibit halls, 
with cathedral-like vaulted ceilings and 
clerestory windows, connect two older 
buildings. Those structures themselves 
are literally the artist’s grandest cre- 
ations. Entering the larger of the two, 
the town’s Community Center, struck 
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me as an Alice-in- Wonderland experi- 
ence. It was like stepping into a paint- 
ing, for he had neglected not a single 
inch of the vast space. All four walls, 
floor to ceiling, of the 100-foot-long 
room vibrated with motion and color. 

It took Walter Anderson 15 months to 
paint this massive mural, which he did 
as a public service in the early fifties for 
a sum of $1. It was, he felt, his civic 
duty to provide the public with quality 
art. His theme blended area history, 
mythology, and nature, 
and in the details— 
pelicans in flight, a 
black bear climbing a 
honey tree, an alligator 
at rest, eagles locked to- 
gether, everything—I 
found the same repeti- 
tive use of patterns I so 
admired in my own print: 
circles, semicircles, spi- 
rals, diamonds, zigzags. 

“There are few rooms 
like this in America,” 
said museum director 
Clayton Bass as he in- 
troduced himself, “and 
that’s an understate- 
ment.” He explained 
how Walter Anderson 
employed those sym- 
bols as a visual alphabet 
to build images. “An- 
derson was really taken 
by that idea and utilized 
it throughout his life. 
His color sense is amaz- 
ing too. Everything is 
very translucent. 

“All of these images are the result of 
careful observation,” Clayton continued, 
spreading wide his arms to take in the 
entire 360 degrees. “These really are 
certain kinds of flowers, certain kinds of 
plants. Even though he is very sure of 
hand and very quick in his depiction of 
things, he’s not just making it up.” 

The Community Center, his most 
public art, serves as prelude to his most 
private in the other of the two buildings. 
The Little Room, once a part of Walter’s 
Shearwater cottage, wasn’t discovered 


Horn Island possesses miles of beach 
and inland trails to explore and enjoy. 
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until after his death. It represents, how- 
ever, the ultimate synthesis of his art 
and his devotion to nature. Stirred by 
the 104th Psalm, he used oils left over 
from the Community Center to trace the 
passage of a Gulf Coast day on its board 
walls. The room barely measures 10

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paces wide by 12 long, but what he ren- 
dered there explodes on the senses. 
Standing in the room’s center, I imag- 
ined him working by himself, slapdash- 
ing these brilliant, yet precise, images 
on the grainy wood, never slowing to 
correct the drips or runs of bright paint. 
The flares of a rising, orange-yellow sun 
encircle the east window. To either side, 
a pair of sandhill cranes and blue jays, 
colored to perfection, wing their way 
upward. The south window marks 
noontime. An arcing rainbow heralds 
storm’s end, and a doe, unmoving, stares 
out as if she has just spied me in the for- 
est. Black skimmers dive past light-

stained clouds toward the west win- 
dow’s sunset, and across the north 
wall’s dark night flies a collection of 
vivid moths. 

“One thing that has always struck me 
about this room,” said Clayton, “is that 
everything glows. It has a kind of vi- 
brancy, like an aura. He didn’t just paint 
an object; he painted the object, the 
space around it, and how the two inter- 
acted somehow.” He directed my gaze 
back to the single deer, outlined in flam- 
boyant yellow. “He didn’t just show you 
how the object looked; he showed you 
how the object feels. He essentially 
painted the life force.” (To page 98)

Making the trek to Horn requires 
advance planning, because there is 
no regular transportation to this 
wilderness island. Locals tend to 
visit the island on a day-trip basis, 
but camping is allowed. You just 
need to bring everything, including 
plenty of fresh water. The National 
Park Service awards licenses for 
charters to the islands.

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TO THE ISLAND 

His art grafted onto my mind, I met 
Walter Anderson’s youngest son, John, 
down by the water early the next morn- 
ing. With John at the helm of his 21- 
foot sailboat, we tacked out 
of Ocean Springs’ harbor 
and set course forHorn. _ 

The island stretches about 
14 miles in length and 
ranges from % to 1 mile in 
width. Like most barrier 
islands, it consists of beach, 
dunes, marsh meadows, and 
a thin interior of scrub for- 
est, ponds, and lagoons. A 
scarcity of freshwater, the in- 
tense sun, and rabid mosqui- 
toes, gnats, and flies make 
Horn and its brethren less 
than hospitable in some sea- 
sons. It has been inhabited 
previously, but since being 
designated a wilderness area 
of the Gulf Islands National 
Seashore in 1978, it has 
been left to the wild. The 
sole person living there now 
is a park service ranger. 

Tall, lean, and blue-eyed, 
John Anderson looks strikingly like 
Walter. Indeed, he inherited his father’s 
heart for the island, and for a time he 
served as Horn’s first ranger. He talked 
of that, his family, and the island’s al- 
most mystical power as he steered the 
boat into the wind and the waves 
washed past the bow like a sigh. 

“As a teenager,” he remembered, “I 
sailed out here by myself in a small boat 
for a couple of weeks. It was a very 
tumultuous, intense experience, but I 
ended up with something that I feel has 
helped me a lot in life. I came back 
from that experience no longer an ob- 
server, but a participant.” 

That same transformative power 
touched Walter Anderson. “To Daddy, 
Horn Island was as much a state of 
mind as a state of place,” said John. “He 
got to heaven, to a kind of perfect peace, 
by going some place he wanted to be 
more than any other and then being to- 
tally in that place.” We reached that 
place, the shores of Horn Island, just 
after the midmorning sun shattered a 
bank of low, gray clouds.

AN ISLANDER’S LOG 

“There are places on this island where 
they alone are worth coming to see,” 
Walter Anderson wrote in a log from 
February 1959. On a Saturday, five 
months later, he added, “One image 
succeeds another with surprising regu- 
larity on Horn Island.” He called those 
images “realizations,” regarding them 
as gifts from Providence. He scrambled 
to see and record such moments, and I 
found myself doing the same. 

We set up camp, a cluster of neat, 
small tents, by Teal Lagoon on the 
sound side of the island. The tidal water 
rushing through the lagoon’s shallow 
mouth ran clear and cool, a welcome 
contrast to the noon air. Hermit crabs, 
shouldering their cumbersome shells, 
stumbled along water’s edge. Many 
looked as fine as jewels, striped in shades 
of emerald and carnelian. Such extrava- 
gant homes for such spindly creatures. 

Crossing the lagoon, we ambled to- 
ward the island’s east point, only to en- 
counter the next broad stretch of beach, 
littered with the abandoned carapaces of 


horseshoe crabs. I picked up a small one, 
perfectly intact down to its spike of a 
tail. Thin as paper, brittle, and bleached 
to the color of faded parchment, it had 
the aspect of an ancient relic. 

Just behind the dunes rose a stand of

tall pines. Alerted by the constant, high- 
pitched cries of ospreys, we counted at 
least four huge nests, unkempt tangles 
of sticks and branches wedged in the 
treetops. We watched one bird return 
from the hunt, carefully circling to land 
with a flourish. In its beak was a mouse. 

Back in camp, as afternoon waned, we 
watched a pair of least terns go through 
their mating ritual on a sliver of a sand- 
bar. The male, wings beating rapidly, 


would hover above the water searching 
for fish. Then he would abruptly dive, 
snatch up his prey, and return with the 
silvery prize flashing into the afternoon 
light. Despite all the effort, the female 
remained unimpressed. 

The setting sun tried to dye every- 
thing orange: the sky above it, the water, 
the sand. It seemed for an instant all the 
earth was afire, except for a ragged pur- 
ple band along the horizon. 

Later, near midnight, the wind quar- 
tered to the north, and my tent began to 
bow before the gusts. Awake, I walked 
along the shore to find phosphorescence 
in the water. Tiny meteor showers glit- 
tered across each breaking wave; mes- 
merized, I watched for over an hour. Later 
I angled the tent so the breezes could

enter through the door and exit by a 
window. The wind sang me back to sleep. 

The next morning we hiked west 
down the island, then south across to the 
wide, empty outer beach. You could, we 
decided, mistake the driftwood for 
sculpture. We spied at a distance a pair 
of bald eagles, distinguished in silhou- 
ette, perched in a lofty pine that over- 
looked a tannin-stained lagoon. 

We swam in the blue waters and were 
joined by a school of cow-nosed rays. 
Moving in formation, they glided 
around us at an unhurried pace. Thrilled 
by the chance encounter, John’s friend, 
Linda Kerr, voiced my thoughts. “After 
spending time here, it’s easy to under- 
stand Walter Anderson. I yearn to come 
back. I always yearn to come back.” © -

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Mr. Dorlan Lee “Chic” Anderson, loving father and devoted husband, of Ocean Springs, MS, 
passed away Wednesday, Apr. 21 2010, at his home in Ocean Springs. 

Born in Natchez on Apr. 28, 1930, Mr. Anderson was an Ocean Springs resident since 1970 when 
he came to the coast as an economic developer with the Mississippi Research and Development Center 
to assist with Hurricane Camille recovery. In 1993, he retired as Director of Planning and Research for 
Mississippi Gulf Coast Community College. 

A man of strong faith and a serious student of the Bible, Chic was active in the United Methodist 
Church at St. Paul’s in Ocean Springs and First UMC in Pascagoula. He taught Sunday School, Bible Study, 
sang in the chancel choirs, and took active roles in church leadership. 

Honorably discharged from the U.S. Navy in 1954 with the rank of Aviation Electronics 
Technician 1* Class, Chic flew in missions off the USS Boxer CVA 21 and USS Oriskany CVA 34 during the 
Korean Crisis. 

An “Aggie,” and most proud of it, Chic earned two baccalaureate degrees at Texas A&M 
University in Mechanical Engineering and Business Administration. In 1974, he received an M.B.A. from 
USM-Gulf Coast. From 1974-95, he was an adjunct professor of business, finance, and statistics at 
University of Southern Mississippi-Gulf Coast and at MGCCC. Also in retirement he worked as a business 
consultant and part-time in the Jackson County GIS Department. In his early career, he was a systems 
engineer for IBM in Dallas, Tex., and a mechanical engineer and plant manager at manufacturing plants 
in Jackson, Miss. 

Active throughout his life in community and civic affairs, Chic more recently served on the 
Jackson County Port Authority Board of Commissioners (1992-96 and 2000-04) and as a member and 
chairman of the Jackson-George Regional Library Board of Trustees (2006-09.). 

Preceding him in death were: his parents, Herschel N. Anderson and Jewell Eola Becker; step- 
parents, Estelle Lanier Anderson and Louis Becker; his first wife, Jayne Sample Anderson; his second 
wife, Sondra Williams Anderson; his brother, H.N. Anderson, Jr., and a sister, Christine Bragg. 

He is survived by his wife of more than 40 years, Joanne George Anderson; five children: Dr. Ted 
Anderson (Cindy), Ken Anderson, Tamara Anderson, Leslie Patton (Curt) and Catherine Harrison

Annette McConnell Anderson was affectionately Known as “Mare.” She was born in New Orleans where her father, 
James McConnell, was a prominent attorney and judge. She attended Newcomb School of Art and studied with Ellsworth 
Woodward. She married George Walter Anderson (1861-1957), a Scotsman, who was employed in the grain export business. 
Mrs. Anderson studied painting under William Merritt Chase in Pennsylvania and Massachusetts, and J. Alden Weir in 
Connecticut. Her other creative talents included playing the piano, and writing prose and poetry. MIs. Anderson had three 
sons who were all artists: Peter (1901 - 1984), Walter (1903 - 1965), and James (1907 - ). The Anderson's bought land in 
Ocean Springs in May of 1918 and in 1920, she and her family moved to what is now the Shearwater compound, where Mr.

Joanne led an extremely colorful and accomplished life. When she was 
12 years old, she founded, published and edited her own newspaper 
called The Weekly Express. In 1955, her mother, Norma, entered her in a 
national competition called the “Your Child’s Dream” contest on the 
national show “Welcome Travelers.” Joanne won and went on a trip with 
her mother to appear on the show in Chicago. Joanne got to interview the 
mayor, Richard Daily, in Chicago and went on to Washington DC where 
she met and interviewed foreign correspondent, Maggie Higgins. Also, as 
part of the show, she received an upgraded printing press called a Model 
70 Conqueror Spirit Duplicator. This allowed her to quickly grow her 
business and hire extra reporters, sales children, and a delivery boy. She 
and her mother were entertained at the famous “Pump Room” and were 
treated as royalty the whole week. 


During Joanne’s senior year of high school, she felt she had a calling to 
enter the convent to become a Catholic Nun. She joined the “Sisters of 
Charity” Order in Lafayette Louisiana. Joanne spent almost a year there 
before she decided that she really wanted to eventually marry and have a 
family. She went on to college at the University of Southern MS and from 
there, Joanne went to Los Angeles California where she was the 
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women’s editor for Copely News in Glendale California. She had an LA 
County “press pass” and met many celebrities including Steve McQueen, 
Rock Hudson and Mickey Rooney. 


Joanne returned to Mississippi in 1968 where she met and married her 
husband, DL “Chic” Anderson. They were married for 40 years. Chic had 
been previously widowed and had three children that Joanne helped 
raise, and together as a couple, they had 2 more children. Joanne’s many 
career accomplishments along the years include: reporter for the 
Chronical Star in Pascagoula (under editor Ira Harkey); editor of the 
Ingalls News in the 1960’s; writer for the MS Press -1970’s through 
recently-writing a weekly historical column; and Public Relations Director 
for Jackson County in the early 2000’s. As a final stroke of the pen, 
Joanne was honored to have written the epilogue to: On Eagles’ Wings, 
the 2008 autobiography of Ingalls Shipbuilding President, Jerry St. Pe. 


Joanne has served as past president and board member of the 
Pascagoula Library System, and President and board member of the 
Jackson County Historical Society, where she was instrumental in 
ushering the Singing River Genealogy and Local History Branch into the 
digital era. She has been the editor for the JCGHS Journal for several 
years as well. 


Joanne was best known for her contagious smile and sense of humor. 
Her grief recovery group that she attended after her husband passed 
away, Said that there were not many tears shed at their meetings 
because Joanne always had a great joke and a positive message! She 
had a deep love for animals, especially horses, which began early in her 
life. In her last hours, she could not stop talking about the horses she had 
as a child.

Reflection of Life 
Joanne George Undewon 


August 10, 1942 ~ January 19, 2021 


Joanne George Anderson, 78, passed away 
peacefully at her home after a long battle with 
ovarian cancer, on Monday, January 19th in Ocean 
Springs, MS. Born in 1942, Joanne was the daughter 
of Mr. and Mrs. JB George, Sr. of Pascagoula, MS. 
She attended Our Lady of Victories Catholic School 
in Pascagoula, and later graduated from the | 
University of Southern Mississippi with a bachelor’s | 
degree in journalism; class of 1964. 


Joanne led an extremely colorful and 
accomplished life. When she was 12 years old, she 
founded, published and edited her own newspaper 
called The Weekly Express. In 1955, her mother, 
Norma, entered her in a national competition called 
the “Your Childs Dream’ contest on the national 
show “Welcome Travelers.” Joanne won and went on 
a trip with her mother to appear on the show in 
Chicago. Joanne got to interview the mayor, 
Richard Daily, in Chicago and went on to 
Washington DC where she met and interviewed 
foreign correspondent, Maggie Higgins. Also, as 
part of the show, she received an upgraded printing 
press called a Model 70 Conqueror Spirit Duplicator. 
This allowed her to quickly grow her business and 
hire extra reporters, sales children, and a delivery 
boy. She and her mother were entertained at the 
famous “Pump Room” and were treated as royalty 
the whole week. 


During Joanne’s senior year of high school, she 
felt she had a calling to enter the convent to become 
a Catholic Nun. She joined the “Sisters of Charity” 
Order in Lafayette Louisiana. Joanne spent almost a 


year there before she decided that she really wanted 


to eventually marry and have a family. She went on 
to college at the University of Southern MS and 
from there, Joanne went to Los Angeles California 
where she was the women’s editor for Copely News 
in Glendale California. She had an LA County “press 
pass” and met many celebrities including Steve 
McQueen, Rock Hudson and Mickey ‘Rooney. 


Joanne returned to Mississippi n 1968 where 
she met and married her husband, DL “Chic” 
Anderson. They were married for 40 years. Chic had 
been previously widowed and had three children 
that Joanne helped raise, and together as a couple, 
they had 2 more children. Joanne s many career 
| accomplishments along the years include: reporter 
for the Chronical Star in Pascagoula (under editor 
Ira Harkey); editor of the Ingalls News n the 19605; 
writer for the MS Press -1970 $ through recently- 
writing a weekly historical column; and Public 
Relations Director for Jackson County in the early 
2000's. As a final stroke of the pen, Joanne was 
honored to have written the epilogue to: On Eagles 
Wings, the 2008 autobiography of Ingalls 
Shipbuilding President, Jerry St. Pe. 


Joanne has served as past president and board 
member of the Pascagoula Library System, and 
President and board member of the Jackson County 
Historical Society, where she was instrumental in 
ushering the Singing River Genealogy and Local 
History Branch into the digital era. She has been the 
editor for the JCGHS Journal for several years as 
well. 


Joanne was best known for her contagious 
smile and sense of humor.
